He d voted practically 
all of his rem arks to a consideration 
of w hat the socialists demand in the 
immediate present and contented him 
self with the* statem ent that the ulti­ 
m ate end of the movement was he 
realization of a dream of the uni­ 
versal brotherhood of man saying lit­ 
tle about what it would do if the 
whole machinery of government were 
once in socialist hands. 
d a r k denied that socialism favor­ 
ed the collective ownership of any 
pro pert yethor than that which was 
i for the purpose of exploiting 
the public and in industries where 
competition has ceased. According to 
Clark the government should pro­ 
vide employment for all unemployed 
by -loaning money without interest to 
states and municipalities for carry­ 
ing on public works and advocated 
greenback and populist ic doctrine of 
issuing whatever quantity of paper 
money was needed. He insisted that 
the day of competition had passed 
and declared th at the only hope of 
the country lies in the taking over 
of -the big trusts by the government 
and supplying the necessaries of life 
At actual cost. He scored the United 
Stalks* courts for usurping fie low ­ 
ers rightfully belonging to the legis­ 
lative branch of the governme nt. 
In a speech of an hour and tw en­ 
ty minutes J. W. Bolen replied to 
Clark. He referred t: the fact that 
until th-I civil war the * democratic 
Party had been in -power nearly all 
of the time and that during this per- 
n*? prosperity pervaded, and no one 
ever heard of either a tram p or a 
trust. He traced the growth of the 
big interests under the fostering care 
of a 'prohibitive tariff and d d a r e d 
for a return to first principles. With 
the tariff wall broken down and com- 
p-jjition restored the cost of living

perim ents in government. He paid 
his respects to the socialist platform 
for making no mention of that issue.

Washington, May 15.—Three cen 
tul ips of civilization have not brough 
the full blood Indian 
to 
the 
point 
w here his rights equal those of a 
white man. Such was the decision to­ 
day of the supreme court in holding 
constitutional 
the twenty-five 
year 
restriction o n ‘Indian lands. 


Associate Justice Day of th 
United 
States supreme court this afternoon 
handed down a far-reaching opinion 
and one that will affect the titles to 
thousands of acres of inherited full­ 
blooded lands in Oklahoma when the 
decision in the Marchie Tiger case 
was reversed with costs and remand­ 
ed. Justice Day 
in 
handing down 
his opinion which will have the effect 
of nullifying hundreds of transfers 
of filii blood property held that the 
government had not yet released its 
guardianship over fu-Hblood* of the 
five civilized tribes and taut nu trans­ 
fers inherited full -blood lands could 
be made without th, approval of the 
secretary of the interior. 
The title of the case decided to­ 
day was that of .Marchie Tiger vs. 
Western 
Investm ent 
company, 
of 
Coweta, the latter having purchased 
inherited lands in Creek nation of 
deceased fullblood

court of appeals that confirmed the 
decision of the district court holding 
Samuel Compere, John Mitchell and 
Frank Morrison guilty of contempt 
of court in violating the injunction 
against th* boycott of the federation 
of labor in the 
Bucks 
Stove 
and 
Range case.

supreme court 
has 
handed 
down a decision in the March ie Tig­ 
er case which is of the greatest im­ 
portance to Oklahoma of any that 
ever affected this section. It is held 
that the Inherited lands of full blood 
Indians 
cannot 
be1 
sold 
without 
the consent of the secretary of the 
interior. The News is not fully advis­ 
ed concerning the text and extent of 
this decision, but a man who is well 
posted on Indian affairs gives it as 
his opinion that all transfers of such 
lands made between the taking ef­ 
fect of the McCumber act, April 24>, 
3906, to tire taking effect of the law 
partially removing restrictions, July 
'IS, 1908, are invalidated. Of course 
that will affect a great deal of land 
in this section, and will give out­ 
siders a scare of titles that will re­ 
tard the growth of eastern Oklahoma 
for years to come. However, the re­ 
moval of the uncertainty is worth 
something, although the price paid 
comes extremely high.

GREEKS WHO ARE GERMANS 


Many of tho Descendants of the Fol­ 
lowers of King Otho I. Are Found 
In and Near Athens. 


A visitor to Athens who goes to the 
neighboring village of Heraclea is sur­ 
prised to see children with blue eyes 
and light hair playing in the streets; 
In fact they are little folk who re­ 
semble but remotely the descendants 
of Pericles. 
These children on the Greek soil 
are descendants of the suite and fol­ 
lowers of King Otho 
I.

throne of Greece in 1832 he was ac­ 
companied by soldiers, officials, pro­

The Bavarian king and queen en­ 
couraged the settlement of their coun­ 
trymen in Greece. Queen Amelia cre­ 
ated a model farm In Pyros Amalias, 
but the land uncultivated has now re­ 
turned to a state of nature. The king 
founded a village upon wtiich he be­ 
stowed the ancient title of Heraclea, 
and in view of the brigandage he sur­ 
rounded it with walls and gates. 
At 
the four comers he 
erected 
small 
forts. It had new town houses for 60 
families specially reserved for Bavari­ 
an artisans, but only forty were ever 
occupied. 
After the troubles of 1843 13 fami 
lies quitted the township, and the 
German population has 
since 
then 
continued to decrease, but those who 
have remained do not seem to have 
contracted Greek marriages.—Munch- 
ner Nachrlcbten.

The case came up over 
the attem pt of the Oklahoma au­ 
thorities to prevent the Kansas Nat­ 
ural Gas Company from getting right i 
of way over public lands, etc., for a 
pipe line that was to carry Oklahoma 
JQhtural gas to Kansas City and oth­ 
er points. The state Cook the atti­ 
tude th at it was necessary for

sources and th at the ruling principle 
of the statute “is conservation and
